15. — That  every  candidate  for  a  premium  fur  Stock,  shall  deliver  at 
least  eight  days  before  the  (l^y  of  exhibition  an  account  (in  writing  sealed 
up)  to  the  Secretary,  of  the  nature,  pedigree,  and  age  of  his  stock,  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge. 

16. — That  all  Stock  shewn  for  Premium,  mi|st  be  the  property  of  the 
Exhibitor,  and  no  person  to  receive  the  first  premium  in  two  successive 
years  for  the  same  animals. 

17, — That  no  person  shall  be  a  Judge  in  any  matter  or  be  present  at
